fresh horse mamue, since ton- 
kind .of manure heats quickiy 
and produces a greater amount 
of heat than most other kinds 
of manure.

Too often the purchasers uf 
chicks overlook the fundamen¬ 
tal fact that when the chicks 
arrive it is too late to begin 
to make the necessary preparat 
ions to take care of them. This 
will lx? especially true this year 
when equipment of various 
kinds may be difticut to obtain 
a*a! the person who has had 
foresight enough to obtain all 
things that are Required .for 
the voung birds is indeed for 
lunate. 

The first move in preparing 
for the chicks should be to see 
that the house in which they 
will be brooded is thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected. The 
next sten is to check on the 
brooder stove and especialy the 
theimostatic control to' insure 
that there will be no hitch in 
the operation of this most im- 
i octant item. While it may take 
a little extra fuel, a few days 
( Deration of the stove two or 
t hi ce weeks before the chicks 
: nive will be well worth while 
1o. if it should happen that the 
t ,, vvmostat is no longer working 
satisfactorily, there will still he 
tim<? to make a replacement, h. 
this eonneefion it is cheap in 
cU/ante t n always have an e .-ira 
thermostat wafer on hand.

Loans needed to further Canada’s war efforts naturally have 
priority at the Bank at this time.
